Dear Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed June 25, 2008, Applicant elects the 
invention alleged to be Group I (claims 1, 2 and 4-16) drawn to a method for determining the 
effect of a plurality of culture conditions on a cell, with traverse . 

The Office asserts that the pending claims contain Groups I-XIII drawn to various 
methods. However, the Applicant believes that certain alleged Groups can be examined together 
without placing any additional burden on the Examiner. For example, the claims of alleged 
Group I (claims 1, 2, 4-16) and Group II (claims 3 and 5-16) relate to methods that involve 
common steps. Further, many of the claims of other alleged Groups are dependent on claims of 
yet other alleged groups (see, e.g., claim 19 (Group IV), which is dependent on claims 17 & 18 
(Group III), which are yet further dependent on earlier claims (Groups I & II)).
